BILL OF RIGHTS 


You will find our “Bill of 
Rights’’ in the first ten amend- 
ments to our constitution. We 
adopted them all at one time in 
1791. 


Set out among our guarantees 
are those of freedom of religion, 
speech, and the press as well as 
the right to meet peaceably, and 
petition for redress of griev- 
ances. 


the 


Another amendment secures 
our persons, houses, papers, and 
effects against unreasonable 
searches and seizures. No war- 
rants shall issue but upon prob- 
able cause, backed by oath or 
affirmation. 


The due process of law amend- 
ment covers much ground: No 
court can put us twice in legal 
jeopardy for the same offense. 
Nor, in a criminal case, can we 
be made to be a witness against 
ourselves. If our private property 
is taken for public use we must 
get just compensation for it. 


We cannot be held for trial for 
a crime which may bring the 
death penalty or other infamous 
crime without grand jury pre- 
sentment or indictment. And, of 
course, our life, liberty, or prop- 
erty cannot be taken without due

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process of law. By this we mean 
a fair hearing in a court. 
The Bill of Rights also secures 


trial, by an impartial jury. You 
must be informed of the nature 
and cause of the accusation. You 
can compel defense witnesses to 
come to court and testify. You 
can face your accusers and you 
can have a defense lawyer to 
speak for you in all criminal 
cases, whether you can afford it 
or not. 

Amendment Eight forbids ex- 
cessive bail and fines, and cruel 
and unusual punishments. 

The Ninth Amendment states 
that though our constitution sets

The Tenth Amendment says 
that the powers not given to the 
federal government nor prohibit- 


states ‘‘are reserved to the states 
respectively, or to the people.’’. 

‘Thus have we backed up our 
Declaration
